‘Old Recipes Becoming 
Popular. 


CARDEN AIDS TO BEAUTY. 


Great-Grandmamma’s toilet aids in 
Victorian days have beceme very 
popular again. 

The products of the garden are to 
be found in creams, lotions, and in 
every form of preparation. 

Honey of roses was a favourite 
paste for softening and whitening 
the skin, 

Great-grandmamma’s recipe for 
it was half a drachm of the. fluid 
extract of roses, two ounces of 
honey, and two ounces of lard. 

If you want to make this up. re- 
member that the honey must be 
slightly melted, and then the lard 
added and the two ingredients 
blended together. Finally the 
fluid extract must be added and 
the paste well beaten up. 

A little of this afd applied to the 
face, hands, and arms, at bed-time 
will keep the skin quite smooth. 

If Great-grandmamma was going 
to a ball, she used a special pre- 
paration for her neck and shoulders 
for several days beforehand. 

One of her favourite treatments 
for this was to break an egy care- 
fully, separate the white from the 
yolk, then beat the former up until 
it was quite broken. 

She added the white to one pint 
of rosewater, stirred the solution 
thoroughly, then dropped in one 
teaspoonful of Jemon juice. 

After another good stirring she 
poured in a smal) tea cup of milk, 
and finally made the preparation 
up to three pints with rain water. 

To-day you can substitute distill- 
ed water for the rain water. 

At bed-time Great-grandmamma 
bathed her skin well with this. 

An old world recipe for the hands 
has come down to us from Vic- 
torian days, and it Is one which 
will greatly improve hands which 
do hard work.

One teaspoonful of vinegar must 
then be poured in, and another 
beating given the preparation.

The Old Colours, which after the 
ceremony will be sent to England to 
be Iaid up in the Regimental Chapel 
in the Cathedral at Brecon, are the 
oldest at present carried inthe 
British Army. They are also the 
most historical and were the last 
Colours to be carried in battle by 
any unit in the British Army. 

They were presented to the 1st 
Battalion on July 21, 1866, and were 
the ones taken to South Africa on 
the outbreak of the Zulu, War. , The 
King’s Colour (then the Queen’s) 
was the one that were saved: after 
the battle of ‘Isandhlwana in which 
22°officers and 655 N.C.Os. and men 
of the Regiment were lost. 

The Tragic Loss. 

An extract from the Records 
gives an account of this incident as 
follows :— 

“When the companies of the lst 
Battalion were with No. 3 column 
of Lord Chelmsford's” army, of
